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PREFACE. 


HE Papiſts have of late given us ſuch freſhOccafions by 
their horrid and damnable Covſpiracies againſt thePer- 
ſon of our King,our Government, and our Religion; to 
renounce and deteſt the Communion of that Church, 
| which docs r ot only allow men, but teaches them to be 
Murderers andTraytors. And we have yet ſo great Reaſon to apprehend 
the diſmal Conſequences of their Secret and Helliſh Machinations, that 
I am confident no Diſcourſe which tends to heighten and improve the 
juſtPrejudices of Engh:ſo men,againſt that impious and abſurdReligion, 
will be thought at this time unneceſlary by any good Proteſtant. I ſhall 
not therefore make any Apology for the ColleEting andP11nting this E- 
pitome of the three great Maſlacres in Piedmont, France 2nd Ireland , 
which is intended chiefly for the Inſtruction of ignorant and unlearned 
People ; for we fear not that Scholars and men of Sence ſhould be made 
Papiſts, except ſuch whoſe Morals are ſo wretchedly debauch'd, that 
they are ready atall times to ſacrifice their Conſciences to their Civil 
Intereits: . and I hope there are not ſo many of theſe deſperate Pro- 
ſirutes as the Papiſts are apt to imagine, and as the Manners of the 
Aye we live in, may (I confeſs) give usjuſt cauſe to fear : No, *cis the 
ordir.ary Rank of men, who have rot had the Advantage of Learning 


and a generous Education, to defend themſelyes againſt the ſtudied Fal-

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lacies and ſpecigus pretences of the Romiſb Agents, who coihmonly be» 
come the Prey of thoſe Wolv2s in Sheeps cloathing. | 

To provide therefore for their Security, that they may not fall into 
the ſnares that are laid for them, oughtto be our chiefeſt Care, fince 
as*tis more Charity to ſtrengthen the hands of the weak, than to add 
force to the ſtrong ; fo in this caſe, 'tis more prudent too, in order 
' to the ſupport of the common cauſe of Proteſtant Religion, the igno- 
rant being by far the greater number. Nor is this to be done a better 
way, than by furniſhing them wich ſuch plain Argumears as they are 
able to apprehend and manage themſelves,to the confuſion of the com- 
mon Enemy. Ard theſe can be no other than ſuch as are drawn from. 
matters of FaR, they being eaſieſt ro be underſtood, and hardeſt ro be 
an{wer'd, 

For this Reaſon it was, that this ſhort Narrative of the bloody But» 
cheries aid inhumane Murders heretofore committed upon the per- 
ſons of Proteſtants,by 7ralian, French and Iriſh Papilts, in cold blood, 
and by the Inſtigation of their Church, was prepared for the Preſs at 


the deſire of a worthy Gentleman, (whoſe Zeal tor the Intereſt of his. 


Country and the Proteſtant Religion deſerves a publick mention,would 
his Modeſty permit it) in order to the being by him beſtow'd among 
his Country Neighbours, who, ſome of them perhaps have never heard 
of, ard others may have forgot the Story of theſe holy Popiſh Cruel- 
ties, theſe religious Villanies ; the deſign being to let ſuch ſort of Peo- 
ple ſee, what a horrid thing Popery is, when her Vernith is taken off;

by, and ſhe appearsby true Lights in her proper Colours: What mon- 
ſtrous and abominable Aiors Papiſts are capable of, when the Inter- 
eſt of that Idoi of theirs (their Church) requires them. By which as 
well as by their late Plots here in Exg/and, tis not hard for men of the 
meaneſt Capacities to perceive, That their Religion cannot be the Re- 
ligioa of Chriſt, while it juſtifies them in the grofſeſt Immoralities, and 
engages them in the moſt unchriſtian Practices, That thoſe dereftabie 
Do&rines of Depeſing and Killing Kings, and extirpating Hereticks , 
which have beea {o often obje&ed ro the Church of Rome by Prote- 
{tant Divines, are not Specnlative Notions and Propoſitions Proble- 
matical, 
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matical, as ſame of the Popiſh Writers, and particularly the Author 
af that lying Libel,called * Tye Compendium , would make 
us believe; Bur ſuc ſeccled Maxims of their barbarous Ec- * ©972*%4. 
clefiaſtical Pulicy, as too ofcen have been, and again w4ll FP 
be put in practice, whenever that proud uncharicable Church has a ſafe 
occaſion to do it; though at other times they muſt be diſown'd 
with the uſual P opiſh Impudence, eſpecially to ſuch Proteſtants as 
have fo little wit to take what they ſay on Truſt, or fo liccle Reading nc 
to be able to diſprove them. 

I hope no man will underſtand me here, as if trom the bare Actions 
of Papiſts,and nothing elſe, I argued co the Principles of Popery, and 
podebr ary 6 one from the other; this were bad Charity, and worſe 
/Þogick, and one of their own conſtant Topicks in their Wricings againſt 
Proteſtants : *rwere (to ſay the wortt that can be of it) ro fall dire- 
ly into the ridiculous way of Reaſoning uſed by the Compenazanift, 
when he prerends to anſiper the Bp. of Lincoln's Book, that admirable 
and learned Diſcourſe ; a Diſcourſe of fo great uſe at this time, and 
which does with ſuch undeniable Evidence convince the Religion of Pa- 
piſts to be guilty of all their rraicerous and bloody Deſigns againſt 
Kings and Proteſtants, that I cannot but take this occaſion to ccrre& 
that troubleſome Imperticent, who has made ſuch a fencelefſe Buzze, 
and rais'd ſuch a duft about it, with defignto puzzle and darken thoſe 
Truths, which the Biſhop has there made fo plain and clear, eſpecially 
ſince the Biſhop bjmſelf bas not thought him (as indeed he isnot) wor- 
thy of his Notice, and no body elſc that Þ know off, has yet expos'd that 
part of his impudent Pamphler, which concerns this truly Venerable 
and Excellent Perſon, 

Firſt then, what a fooliſh F:ouriſh dos he make againſt the Biſhop, 
endeavouring to throw that wicked Principle of Depoſing Kings upon 
Proteſtants, with this grofle Fallacy of Arguing from mens Practices 
to the Principles of their Religion? Ts not his Lordſhips meaning , 
ſays * he, in trith this, that Protest ant Principles ( when 
really beliewd) are deitruttive to all Kings,eſpecially to Ca- .

Subjett;s, This (&c.) here I guelle to be a Lye of the loweft price in 
their Book of Rares for Sin ; tis ſo pitifull and inconfiderable a trick,

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He puts it down, as if thete were a.valt and tireſome number of Coun- 
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tries behinJ, which in kindneſs ro his Reader he forbears to mention, 
where Princes have been depos'd by Proteſtants; -when he knew in his 
Conſcience he could ſcarce have nam'd ore more, it it had been togain 
the Popedom ; ifhe could, I doubt not but we ſhould have had it at 
full length, Well; but in thoſe Countries he has nam'd , Princes (it 
ſeems) have been aftnally depoſyd by their Proteftant Subjets, And 
what then ?

mont, becauſe her Sons were there the Brethren in [niquity, the Sons

that ſhe has alwayes ready an Armory of execrable Principles, ſuited 
to ſuch occaſions, to-ſatisfy rhe Conſciences and encourage the Madneſs 
of her fFewiſh Zealots. ; 

This I am confident all impartial men will judge fair Dealing and 
jaſt diſcourſe, and far different from the Method of the (ompendia- 
nit; the Reader may ſee we ground not our Charge of Popery upon 
the bare Actions of Papiſts, but having found this degenerate Church 
reaching the moſt diſloyal and inhumane Dodrines ; and thea obſery- 
ing her followers in ſeveral famous Inſtances, to be guilty of Facts 
which directly anſwer to them : Wethink we have reaſon to conclude 
the one to be the cauſe of the other, and that manyPapiſts had not been 
ſo bad men, if their very Religion had not debauch'd them, May 
we not now juſtly turn the Ccmpendians own words of fooliſh 
Triumph upon himſelf ard bis Party? * What Parity is there 
between us and our .

ret did they never go to the Church tur Sarttuary, Though Prote- 
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ſtants have been Depoſers;:and Murderers of Princes, ( there are 
Rogues of all Perſwations;) yet had they never any Encouragement 
from their Religion ſo to da? nor did any of them ever ſo mudh as 
pretend it, except ſuch Bedlam Fanaticks as Fifch Monarchy men, a 
Venner, or a fohnof Leyden: and theſe are (properly ſpeaking) as far 
from being right Proteſtants,as Papiſts are from being right Chriſtians, 
But can he ſhew us where the Proteſtant Religion allows the Depoſing 
or murdering of Princes, or gives the leaſt intimation of ſuch a Power 
in the Church? Can he ſhew it us, (where only it ought to be look'd 
after, viz.) in the Confeſſions-of our Faith, or in the Articles of our 
Communion? Or, laſtly can he ſhew it us in the Writings of any conli- 
derable Proteſtant Divines ? though their private Opiaions-unlicenc'd 
and unauthoriz'd by the Church, of which they are Members, cannot 
properly be a Charge againſt ghe Proteſtant Religion, bur (becauſe we 
will give him more than he can juſtly ask in this Controverſie) I ay, 
can he ſhew it us, even here? I know indeed he does at-

Does he think we know-them no better than'to truſt them? But we 
ill not uſe all the Advantages that we have againſt ſo bad a Cauſe,and fo 
weak an Adverfary.

Propoſicions equivalent, or at leaſt equivalent as to the point in comtro« 
verfie between him and the Biſhop of Lincoln, and that they equally diſ- 
grace the prote(s'd Religion of him who affirms them. He canace 
lure be ſo void of the ordinary reaſon of a Man, though he has ſwat- - 
low'd down never ſo many Roman Catholick DouErines, as not to 


. p=rceive a palpable difference between them, *Tis not but that the for- 


mer of thefe Poſitions is a very bad Principle, dangerous to Prin- 
ces, and deftrudtive to the Peace and Settlement of a Nation, though 
not ſo much as the latter,becauſe ir wants the Enforcementiof Conſci- 
ence and Religion to fix it ia the Mind, and thruſt it out upon occaſion 
into ation with that Violence, which uſually accompanies a pretended 
Zeal tor theHonour of God.But how bad ſoever it may be. tiil tis a Ci- 
vil, not a Religious Principle; and though jt may be Sedition in the 
higheſt degree, ic can never be H-rclie ; a mans Life and Eſtate (who 
maintaines it) is an{werable for it, not his Religion, To make this a 
lictle clearer, I ſay, *Tis one thing co hold, That Princes may be de- 
depos'd by the State, though upon the Account of Religion, (5. &. for 
being of a Religion different from the eſtabliſh'd) grounding this Opi- 
nion upon the Laws and Cuitoms of ſome particular Civil Conttituti- 
ons, or upon the ends of Government in general ; and quite anocher 
thing to hold, that rhey may be depovg'd by the Church,grounding this 
Opinion upon the Laws of Religion, ard a-Power ſuppos'd to be dele- 
gated to her by Chriſt. This laſt is the Principle we charge, and the 
Biſhop of Lincoln has prov'd upon the Church of Roxme, which makes 
her Religion it ſelf dangerous to Princes. On the other fide, n_ 
Lather, Calvin, or any other Proteſtant Divines ſhould hold the firit, 
though it bea falſe and a bad, yer (as II ſaid before) 'ris'a Civil Prin- 
ciple, and their holding it could nowsmore refle& on the Proteſtang 
Religion, than an Error they might be guilty of in Hiſtory or Mathe- 
maticks. The Proteſtant Religion therefore remaines clear from any

apparent, H- may remember then, That here in Enoland, Edward 
the I], and Richard the II. were attually depos'd in times of Popery, 
anc by Payiits; yerdid our Writers rever charge the Church of Rome, 
(chough ſhe h<14 chen the fame dodtrines, and had the ſame Pride to 
crample on Princes that now ſhe has) wich thoſe two diſloyal and ugjaſt 
LUſurpations up 21: the Sovereignty of theKings of Exg/and.And for what 
imaginable reaſun but this o:ly, viz. becauſe they were both ats of 
the Civi! Power, and carried on by mcn who'gronnded what they did 
upon Principles (though croſly falſe and milta*en) drawn from the 
Conſtiturion of the Engliſh Government,and the Rights of the ewo Hous 
fes of Parliament; and the Church of Rome, contrary to her Cuftom

Have not all the Pamphlets that have been writ in Viadicatioff of thar 
Bill argued the Lawfulneſle of jr from the Conſticurion of the Civil Go. 
verament,and wholly difſclaim'd the Intereſting of Religion at all in the 
buſineile, as to the juſtifying of it in the leaſt degree, endeavouring 
with great paines ta prove, That true Religion does not meddle wich 
the Civil Rights of Princes, but leaves them to bz derermin'd by the 
Laws and Cuſtoms of particular Countries? By what ſtrange conſe-

ſigne.. Never did any man take more true pains to underſtand a Diſr 
courſe difficult in ir felf, than he has,to miſunderſtand the Biſhop's, 
which was plain and eaſy, or at leaſt to'make his Reader do ſoe; for 
he cannot be ſoe dull himſelf in this point as he wouid ſeem, Tis not 
poſſible that he, or any man who has read the Biſhop's Book, ſhould 
think, it was the Biſhop's meaning only to charge the popiſh Doctors 
with holding indefinitely, That Princes might be Depos?d npou the ac- 
count of Religion, when 'tis fo palpably evident in a hundred places of 
his Book, that he ouly brings their Opinions as a collateral proot of his 
Charge of their Church and Religion, and that with a quice different 
Fener, as have already ſhow'd. And as 'tis the Roman Church, and 
not the Do@ors,only, or chiefly, which the Biſhop charges with holding, 
that Princes may be Depos'd by her Authority, not with holding inde. 
nitely that they may be Deposd upon the account of Religion : So 'tis 
the preſent popiſh Canon - Law, the Bulls and Decretals of Popes, 
and the Canons of General Councils, which are the Teſtimonies he 
relies upon for the making good of his Charge, and not the private 
Opinions of Popiſh Do&ors, though being cired out of Books licens'd 
and approv'd by that Church, they are of confiderable weight in the 
Argument. Now what ſayes the CompendianiFt to theſe itrong and 
a. convincing Proofs? IWhy in fine ( as Ar, Bayes ſayes upon ano- 
ther occaſion) be wont tell s, He has not one word, not one Syllable 
of Anſwer to them, but paſſes them over with as deep afilence, and 
as good a grace, asSif they were, like moſt of hisown, not at all to the 
purpoſe. This diſcreet and neceſſary Reſolution. being taken, he bends 
all bis litcle Wit, and with a great deal of Chearfulneſle goes about to 
invalidate what the Biſhop urges from the Writings of the Popiſh Do- 
&ors, which yet the poor impotent Scribler is by no means able to do; 
as I have made appear in my Anſwer to bis Charge of Zxther and Cal- 
vin.” The Attempt however was juſt as wiſe, and as likely to fatisfy 
reaſonable men, as-if a General, who bad a great and well diſciplin'd 
Army to fight with, ſhould negl® the Main Body, and with his whole 
{trength ſec upon the Forlorn Hope, 

Betore L proceed any. farther, I cannot but take Notice of a very 
extraordinary Paſſage, which I meet with, pag. 77. li. 12. Where 
the. Compendianiſt would make the World believe, That we our ſelves 
cunfeſs, That our Monarcby is weaken'd by our Religion.; That Po- 
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pery muſt be call'd back to ſupport it, and that Papiſts are hated by 


many on this Account, all which is in it ſelfe ſorotorious a Falſehood, 
and in him (who could not but know the contrary) ſo baſe a Slander 
of the Proteſtant Faith in general, and of the People of England in 
particular, that I am confident no true Proteſtant can read it with- 
out Indignation, nor any ſenſible 'man without Aſtoriſhment at 
the ſtrange Impudence of this proſtituce Wricer: His Words are 
theſe: Can it be ſaid, That the Monarchy has gotten by the Refor- 
formation, when Proteftants themſelves acknowledge (and what de- 
Sperate Enemies that has created us, may be caſily imagin'd) that no- 
thing ut Popery, or at lea#t ts Principl-s, can make it again emerze, 
or laſting? Was there ever ſuch a complication of Malice and Fol- 
ly as this Period aftordsus? There is a veine of impertinent arguivg, 
contrary to the known Rules of Diſcourſe, and ſhameleſſe affirming , 
contrary to the knowne Truth of Fact, which runs through the whole 
Maſle of his crude and indigeſted Pamphlet: Burt this is a Nompare- 
illo(to uſe We Bayſe's Phraſe) of want of Modeſty, and want of Sence; 
one of his bold Strokes. *Tis uſual with h1m to- tel] Tales for Argue 
ments, and lay down confident Aſlerticns in ftead of Proofs : but 
ler him now rake together all che Dirt he can meet with, ard praQiſe 
himſelf in Compendiums, 5. e. in lamenrable ill reaſon'd, lying Diſ- 
courſes; Let him make ExtraQts of the Lives of popiſh Saints, and 
abridge the Legends of Monks ; let him take ſhort Heads of Mr. Creſ- 


J's MySTtical Divinity in his Santta Sophia, and write Epitomes of the 


Controverſies of the Schoolmen, he ſhall never again be able to crowd 
ſo much Nonſence, Libe), and Untruth into ſo few Words,as long as he 
lives, (an it be ſaid(ſayes he)That the Monateby has gotten by the Re- 
formation,&c?)Prodigious Impudence!Can any thing elſe be ſaid with 
the leaſt colour of Reaſon,or Truth ? He cannot but knoyy too, that this 
has alwayes been ſaid byProteſtant Writers,and prov'd beyond all con- 
tradition, except that of abſurd and illogical men, from whom Saint 
Paxl pray'd to be delivered, However fince he will needs tnake a 
New Queſtion of it, I ſhall. cake this occaſton to inform the ignozant 
Reader (for none elſe can need ir) how much the Monarchy has got- 
ten by the Reformation in point of Civil Advantage, and conſ{equently,, 
how great a Loſer it will be every way, if by ſome fatal Infatuarion , 
any Succeſſor of his Majeſty ſhould agaia bring the Crown,and the Na- 
tion under the Romiſh Yoke, that worſe than Xpgyprtian Darkneſle,and 
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Slavery, which neither our Fathers, nor We are able to beare, 


In the. firſt place the, The Monarchy has by the Reformation , 
gotten an abſolute Freedom from the Tyranny of the Popes Spiritual 
Supremacy, and his pretended Temporal Power in ordine ad Spirz- 
twalia, to which it was before ſubje&, and in pgtſuance of which ſeve- 
ral of our Kings have,been ſammon'd to appear perſonaliy at Rome, 
and King 7ohn forc'd to 1cfigne his Crowne to a Logate, to the high 
Diſhonour of the Regal Majeſty, and the __—_— Prejudice of that 
Reverence it ought to have in the mindes of the People: Nay f urther, 
all that Part of the Pope's Spiritual Power,which was either Neceſſary, 
or uſeful for the Governmeat of the Church, is, by the Retormartion, 
become the Kirg's, ſo that no Authority but God Almighty's js now 
above him, nor any in England independent of him. He is equally 
Head both ofthe Church & the State: No Appeales can be made from 
bis Courts, nor any fort of Perſons priviledg'd from his Juſtice ; In a 
word, He is no longer a Feauditary Vaſlall ro the Popewy as in effe& 
all Popiſh Princes are ; fince the Pope has an allow'd Right to com- 
mand them in whatever he will call Spiricuall , or will ſay has any 
relation to Spirituai Matters, and by declaring them Hereticks, he can 
(according to the Romiſh Religion) depoſe them, and deſtroy them 
when he pleaſes, Now the being deliver'd from ſtach a low, unwor- 
th+ Servitude, aud the acquiring fuch a large Increaſe both of Honour, 
and Power is certainly no fmall addition to the Monarchy, yet this it 

has gotten purely by the Reformation. 


Secondly,The Monarchy has by the Reformation gotten a greater 
Security than it had before, both for the King's Perſon, and his 
Crowae; thoſe Helliſh Papal DoQrines, which I have been hicherto 
diſcourſing off, did, i times of Popery, perpetually harg over their 
Heads, hike Damocles's Sword , rcady to doe Execution upon the 
leaſt iriegi.lar Motion, and they were neither of them any longer ſafe 
than the Pope pleasd. Bur ſince the Reformation, the Popes Ex- 
communications, and Bulis of Depoſition are of no Force, and can 
haye lictle <ffe& in England; ſome they will have while Papilts are ſuf 
ſergd to live among us, and, by enjoying Eftates , to have an Intereſt 
in the Kingdom, as the pretfent popiſh P L O T daes but too plain- 


ly prove, however by many degrees leſs than if Popery were 
; again 
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again the eſtabliſh'd Religion ; ſo that I ſay, The King of Erplarnd 
has by meanes of the Proteſtant Religion, at lealt a grea'er Secu- 
rity tor his Life, and his Crown, than he had betore, an abſolute 
one he maſt not expe while he has any popiſh Sutjeds. 


Thirdly, The Monarchy has by the Reformation gotten to 
the King of England, the Government of all Engliſh men, of whar 
Order o1 Profet1i9'1 foever, which h:retofore he had nor, the Cier- 
gy being exempt f:om the Civil JuriſdiQion, and depending chiclly 
on the Pope{who beftow'd moſt of the Biſhopricks;and great Bene- 
fices) both for ProteQiun and Preferment : the King had lictle 
power either to puniſh or reward them, as the Hiſtorycs and Re- 
cords of thoſe times do ſufficiently demonſtrate. But 'ris notori- 
ouſly knowne to what a degree the Reformation has alter'd the 
ſtate of things in that point, and how much the Intereſts of Clergy 
men do now tye them, more than others, to the Service of the 
Crowne, as alſo how well they undeſtand, and bow zealouſly they 
purſue thoſe Intereſts, whenas heretofore they were the conſtant 
Ra'ſers of Faftions againſt their Princes, in favour of Rome, and 
obſtinate maintainers of the Pope's Encroachments upon their 
Regal Rights, Nay, the Laity rhemaſelves were the Pope's Sub. 
jeds in Spiritual matters,and for the moſt Part, wholely guided by 
their Prieſts, the Pope's Dependants (by Reaſon of the great com- 
mand they had over their Conſciences) in their Civil concernes al- 
ſo; Soe that the King under theſe and other circumſtances of 
Popery was but a Servant to the Church, and lictle more ia Effect 
than the Popes Vice-Roy. But the Reformation has freed both him, 
and his people from this baſe, diſhonorable SubjeRion, aud moſt in- 


convenient Dependance on a foreign Power, 


Theſe are things which all the World muſt acknowiegge to be 
very conſiderable in themſelves, and very great acquiſitions to the 
Monarchy, yet are they ſuch as have naturally, and neceſſarily fal- 
len into it upon the eſtabliſhment of Proteſtant Religion in the room 
ofPopery, and that too, as 'tis this particular form of Government 
call'd a Monarchy, diſtinguiſh'd from all other Kindes; if I ſhould 
take notice of the Advantages it has receiv'd by this change, as ris a 


Civil Government, in genera), I!might obſerve many more ; as farft, 
ON 
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.an Increaxe of the Trade, nnd conſequently of the Riches, of the 
Kingdom, as well by the taking away that vaſt num! er of unnecef. 
ſary, ſenccleſſe Holydaies, impos'd cn the People by the Church 
of Rome, - which muit needs be a great hinderance to the carryi 
on of publick Buſt: eſs, and Commerce, as by tie application of 
many Thouſands of Perſons to the waies,and means of railing a For» 
ture to maintain themſelves, who were heretofore maincain'd, and 
liv'd wholeiy, like idle Drones, upon the labour and i: duſtry of 
others, and by being ſhut up in a Cloyiter, and ſequeſtied from the 
common Employments of other men, were made every way uſ2- 
leſs Members of the State, and a burden to it. Secondly, Another 
advantage the Monarchy (confider'd in the general as a body Poli- 
tick) has receiv'd by this Change, is an Increaſe of the Strength, 
and Safety of the Kingdom,by the great Increaſe oi People (which 
alſo alwayes increaſes Trade) fince the Clergy have been allow'd 
to marry, and the Folly of Monkery and Vowes of me Cx- 
libacy ( as they call it) in either Sex has been both forbidden and 
ſcorn'd. 

*Twere eaſy for me to enlarge upo this Argument, and fur- 
ther ſhew, how Liendly an I.ſticution, and how higbly ſerviceable 
the Proteſtant Religion, when rightly underſtood, is to the Civil In- 


tereſts, both of this and all other Kingdomes and States as well by 


the great gentleneſs, and moderation of her external Diſcipline z 
as by the peaceable remper, and Loyalty of her DoQrines : And 
that on the other ſide Popery does not only make the Prince himſelf 
a Dependant, and unſafe, but his people few, —_ and poor ; 
She robbes him firſt of bis Authority, and then of his Subjes; her 
Monaſteries decoy the zealous, her Inquifitions drives away the 
wiſe, and both together enſlave and beggar the fooliſh [/achars,that 
ſtay behgnd, to bow down their ſervile ſhoulders to the Burden of 
| an oppreſlive Government, But I think what I haye alrcady dif- 
cours'dis more than enough to prove the preſent Point, viz. That 
the Monarchy of England has gotten by the Reformation,and that no 
body, but a man, who either underſtands nor, or cares not what he 
{ayes, would affirm the contrary. 

The Compendianiſt, pofbibly, may here objeQ, as he ſeemes 
to do, pag. 77. Fig 9. That popiſh Princes abroad are not ſenſi- 
ble of theſe Inconveniences in their Religion, nor do they pereeive 


of them, much greater without it, 
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any ſuch ill Conſequences to ariſe from the Profeſſion of ic, as the 
Biſhop of Lincoln's Book, and this Preface charges it with, but, alto- 
gether the contrary; For, Who ({ayes He) find themſe}ves ſo flor 
riſhing, and great as they? I ſuppole he peaks this of the French 
King (for I know no other popiſh Prince that is at preſent, eicher 
flouriſhing, or great) amd if he means that Popery has beea, the 
cauſe of his Greatneſs, I ſhall nor diſpute ic with him, but-chis, I 
will affirme, and maiataine againlt all the World, That rwas nei-. 
ther his owne Popery, nor that of his Subjects ;/ though exery Body 
knows the French Popery is much gentler, and more convesſeable 
ſort of thing than the Spaniſh, or Iralian : more plyanr, and ſub+ 
mitlive to the Civil Magiſtrate ,' and more hoſpitable to Strangers, 
and Diffenters, and conſequently leile prejudicial to the growth, of 
Power, and thegreatneſs of a State.than the, other, , The Priviled- 
ges of the Gallican Church, and: the DoQrihes of the Sorhonne,: tos 
gether with che manners of the people, andrhe Excluſion of the In- 
quiſition, have a little qualified this pernicious Impoſture ; and 
temper'd the Malignity of her Influencez as the moſt dettructive 
Plahrs do ſometimes loſe the Virulence of their poiſans by a change 
of Soyle, and' Mercnry it ſelfp, by a mixturg of Ingredients, is;gen- 
dred innocent Phyſick- I grant therefore-chat Popery -in ſome. 
places, and ander ſome Circumſtaaces of alloy, may. not-abſ6lute- 
ly hinder, bur itcan never be rhe cauſe, nor ot it ſelf, in any degree 
contribute to, the proſperity of either Prince, or people ; - for '*cis 
plaine, That the Principles it ceaches,and. the Conſequences it draws 
after ir, doevidently tend (as I have already made appear) to the 
leſſening of che one,and the impoveriſhing of the other,indeed to thg 
ruine of both; andif Popery have notat all times, and in all Plas 


ces ſo bad an effec, it mult be attributed co ſome ſuch cauſes as I 


have now mention'd, which doin France, ſerve to take our the 
{ting of this monſtrous beaſt, this Spawn. of the. O/d Serpent, and 
prevent the Miſchiefe, which it is otherwiſe ſa apr to-dae,.the Blalt 
it would infallibly brir;g upon the ordinary: fruites of good: Goyerne 
ment, and the common ends of Civil Societies. To conclude this 
point, if any Prince or State happen (by {ome favorable con jun- 
&ure, and fortunate Accidents) to be great with, or, rather not- 
withſtanding, Popery, there is no donbt bur they would be either

Nay, did they not pre- 
tend the quite contrary, and ground it wholly upon a Civil Autho- 
Tity ? Did they nat argue the lawfulrefle and juſtice of it from a 
Power they fancicd in the People, to call the King to an Account far 
his Aﬀions ? Though in this*they were as abſurd Logicians as the 
Compendianiſt has all along ſhew'd himſelf, and reafon'd not only 
againſt the very firſt Principle of Civil Policy ; but point blank con- 
trary to the moſt fundamental Aſaxims of the Liy of England, 
which ſays, That the King can do no wrong ; and therefore makes his 
Miniſters queſtionable for the miſcarriages in Government, becauſe 
he himſelf is in his own Perſon, inviolable and facred : but thi$ con- 
cerns rot the preſent buſineſſe. Theſe men, I ſay, fas bad as they 
were) had not the impudence to intereſt the Proteſtant Religion, or 
any Proteſtant Church whatever, in the guilt of their impious Trea- 
ſon, by pretending to derive any Warrant or Encouragement for it 
from them ; or it they had, it would have ſignified nothing to the

Or is there any ſort of people among us beſides Quakers, i. e. mad 
mea, who hold a ſtate of Abſolut? Perfe&ion in this Life 2 He has 
put himſelf into an extraordinary Heat, and made ſtrange violent 
Aſlaults, and yet no Enemy appears near him. What ayles the 
man ? he has ſure been combating-ſome Giant in imagination, like 
Don Quixote when he hack'd down the Walls of his Chamber. 
Well, whoever he be, though it were Malambrano himfclf, I'l war-

Another great quarrel he has to the Biſhop is, that he does nor

_— ſhip (fays he)is ſo far from arſwering 1heſe eAnthors, 
6k that he never ſo much as cites them to this purpoſe, (a 
reat fault indeed) ſo rhat we muſt conclude threw — 
ell argued o' my word; I fee he deals in nothing but Home. 
Blows, Mr. Bayes and this Compendianif# would have made a 
couple of rare Diſputants, if they had not been ſpoil'd by their 
Tutors, and ill.grounded at firſt ; they have both an admiraviena- 
taral talent at Reaſoning, all the difterence between them is, Bayes 
loved it in Rhime, and this man's altogether for it ir Proſe, Bur 
without Raillery, does he believe the Biſhop of Lincoln oblig'd te 
take particular notice of every 11Je Pamphlet of theirs, that keeps a 
Pudder about the Depoſing Power of the Church, (with deſign to 
make the buſineſs intricate and daik) and to think them as conf2- 
derable, as his Party always do their own Books ? No doubt he

For the Pamphlets he mentions, 
they are more than anſwered, in the Biſhops Book, though it does - 
not particularly name them ; and when he, or any other Fattor for 
Popery, gives a tolerable Anſiver to thuſe clear Teſtimonies I told 
him of before, (aud which he never ſo much as cites to this purpoſe) 
by which the Bithop does fo plainly prove the Do&rine of Depoſing 
K ings upon the Church of Rome, I here ergage my word to him, 
theſe Pamphlets ſhall be made ridicuious by name, and their Au- 
thors {ſhew'd to the people in the Fools CoatSthey deſerve.

A good inſtance of this we have in the caſe of 
Santtarellns's Book (ore of thole he meations ) 
* S-e Sanctarel- which though at firſt Printed by the Approbation 
lus h1jelf, and ſpecial Licenſe of * Antius Vittelleſcns, then 
General. of the Jeſuits, avd by the O1der of the 
Matter of che Popes Palace ; yet when the Pope found it would not 
be endur'd in France, but that both the Sorbonne had condemn'd it, 
and che Parliament of Parzs had cxder'd it to be burnt, he thought fit 
(afcer it had been out fo long,that the Copies were almoſt all boughr 
up) to forbid the Sale of it at Rome, bus without any marner of 
Cenſure , either upon the Author or DodGrine , 
* Se2 more of ths * which is generally their way of condemaing theſe 
the Tcl, Fn kind of Buoks, when Civil Confiderations at Jaſt 
—— 7%” oblige them to it, viz. a bare prohibition of rhem, 
after every body has read them that cares for them. 
Such a Condemuation as this did A{ariana meet with in Spain ; =

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of this gentle nature was Becarss's Correion at Rome, not for q 
the Dcdtrines he maintain'd, but for Ove: !aſhing, (as Biſhop 
Montague expreſſes it in his Preface to King Zames's Works } 
ze, for ſpeakirg the mind cf their Church more plainly than 
was at that time convenient. For, Secondly, we know well 
enougl that thoſe Principles of Depoſing and Killin; Kings, and 
E xtirpating Hexeticks, are thought too preciovs Truths, and 
too high Points to be ordinarily expos'd tothe Vuigar, and preſs'd 
upon all Occaſions that they arg the eArcana Imperit of their 
Kingdom of Darkneſſe, and kept like Warrants Dormant amcng 
the Cabala of their wicked Myiteries, to juſtifie Rebeliions, A1- 
ſallrates, and Maſſacres, when the Church has very great need 
of then, and finds ir her Intereſt to own theſe Dettrines of 
Devils ; at other times it may ſuit better wich her Deſigns to 
preach up Loyalty and Obedience to Princes, and uniyerfal Chas 
rity to Mankind. Laſtly, we know that the Yenerians and the 
French have been always Oppoſers of the Pope's Encroachments 
upon civil Soyereigns, and that they do not ſubmit to theſe ſort 
of Do&rines, which are fo dire&ly calculated for his attaining 
an Abſolute Dominion over the Chriſtian World, a long proje- , 
&ed Fifth Monarchy, at leaſt in the ſame degree, that other 
Countries which are more Jeſuited and enflay'd to the Pope, are - 
forc'd rodo;z which by the way may ſerve for a good Argu- 
ment to convince them of Differences among themſelves, and 0- 
verthrow their glorious pretence of Union, which they do fo 
magnifie upon all occa{tons to our reproach, but cannot figni- 
fie any thing to the purpoſe, for which the Compendiani## here 
intends it, viz. to ſhew the Biſhop of Lincoln, in Anſwer to his 
Challenge at the end of his Book, That rhe Church of Rome has 
by publich Atts and Declarations diſown'd and condemn'd thoſe 
Principles which His Lordſhip charges upon her. He very conft« 
dently jadeed aflirms, that the Cenſures of thoſe Authors he 
menttofif p; 72. /. 32. are ſuch. But what ? does he hope by 
poſitiveneſſe to face us down, that the Yenerians and the French 
are the Roman Church ? Or that the Univerhties of France and 
the Parliament of Pars are her Repreſentatives ? Is it poſſible 
he ſhould believe we have not Logick enough to diſtinguiſh be- 


tween the Parts and Branches of a Church, and the Church = 
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ſelf in her: publick Authority and Repreſentations ? Does he in- 
deed imagine, that he can at this time ot. day make the Judg- 
ments of particular Univei fities and Civil Afſe mblies paſſe upon 
us for publick Acts and Declarations of the Church of Rome? 
He muit needs pardon us ; we have been too often toid it upun 
othcr occaſions; to be ignorant now, that nothing but the De. 
crees of a Pope or a General Council are the pubuick Acts and 
Declarations of the Church of Rowe ; and he has not fo much as 
pretended toſhew eicher of theſe, for the Condemnation of thoſe 
Principles which the Biſh:p has prov'd upon his Religion by 
borh, What ſcorn then can be vile enough to throw upon Lis 
impudent Claim of the Biſhop's cordicional promiſe of turning 


Papift, when the termes upon which that promiſe was given 


are fo far from being made good ? And why does he run over 
ſuch a Bead-role of names mmm The Colledge of the Sorbonne, 
Paris, Caen, Rheimes, &c. I ſay to what end does he ſtun us 
with this vaſt Din of infignificant Words, and rattle in our cars 
with empty Sounds ? | 


I thought to —_ aſs'd by his Quibble upon the Biſhop's Title, 
tis ſo very ſencelelle and thin a conceit ; but becauſe I find he 
is apt tothink every thing unanſwerable that is not particularly 
taken notice of, I ſhall do him the favour to make the Reader 
obſerve this ridiculous Criticiſm : Who could think

Becauſe 
he cannot term them (pray mark the Reaſon) Principles of 
Faith, &c, Can any unprejudic'd man now, whoſe Brains lic 
in their right place, perceive any ſort of Conſequence in this 
Argument ? ho my own part can find none, Bur if there 
be any little ſence at the bottom of this awkard blunder , it 
muſt be this, viz. a ſuppoſal, that the real Belief of any Prin- 
ciple of Religion makes it immediately a Principle of Faith, (4.6, 
in his ſence of thoſe Terms, a om neceſlary to Salvation } 
though it was not ſo before: which is certainly the moſt extra- 
vagant Whimſey that ever got hold of any mans Imagination, 
but our confus'd Compenaianiſts ; and if this be not his mean- 
ing, he talks Wild Triſh, and is utterly unintelligible, I think 
I need not go about to confute ſuch ſelf-evident Foolery as

Underſtanding ; there's hardly a School-boy, but knows that

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Chriſtian Religion teaches many uſeful and true DoArines , 
which arc not neceſfary to Salvation, that-yet are really believ'd 
by all thoſe that are really of the Chriſtian Religion. The Bi- 
ſhop's Title therefore is very proper, ad very covſtitent with 
the Felign of his Book, and this man's exception to it moſt ab- 
furd and frivolous. Tis indeed not only proper, but charita- 
ble and modeſt ; it implies the Biſhop does not believe, that 
all who live in the external Communion of the Church of Kome,

who is in Englaud a Stranger to that, His Life is a ſufficient 
proof of the Toney of his Writings, and a full confutation of 
chis, and all other Lyes, which the Inſtruments of Rowe or Hell 
can invent to aſperſe him; in vain do they think to anſwer 


him, as they have done other men, by refleRions on his Per- 
"i 
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fon, and to overthrow his Reaſons by ridiculous Stories, and 
abſurd Romance : theſe eArguwmenta ad Hominem,which are uſu- 
-ally their beſt Refuge, will miſerably fail them herc? chey look 
like the frettings of a gaul'd Faction, and do but betray an 
-impotent Spice; the Biſhop of Zincolne's Honour is as much 
above the reach of their malice, as their deſerts, and they ma 

then hope to make the World think il] of him when they can pl 
far cozen it as ts be thought well off themſelves. 'Tis true 
his Abilities are extraordinary enough to recommend almoſt 
any thing he would appear for, though never ſo unreaſonable, 
and no doubt, he knows how to write Sophiſtries as well as to 
confure them z but we are farisfyed his Piety, will no more ſuf- 
fer him to plead a bad Cauſe than his Learning will let him 
prejudice a good one, Befideg, let them not flatter them- 
ſelves, the Knavery of theirs is now ſo palpably obvious, their 
Religion has, by long and conftantdgſys, grown ſo monitrou- 
fly deform'd, it has at laſt out*Hy'd the help of Art, The 
Writings of their beſt Witrs, and their muſt eminent Scholars 
have, in my Opinion, done it more hurt than god ; when:they 
| have adorn'd it all they-can with ſtrain'd pieces of Rhetorick 
out of the Fathers, and daub'd ic as much as potlible with the 
forc'd Flatteries of Councils ; when they have fer it forth ia the 
ſpecious colours of pretended Union and Univerſalicy, and co- 
ver'd it all over wich School-D:ſtin&iofis, what can an indiffe- 
rent man conclude but thar ſuch vaſt ' paines would nor, nor 
need not be taken, except it were to hide ſome notorious De- 
fefts ; ſuch extream ſtudyed Orvaments are evident proofes of 
great want of natural Beauty : ina word, this.Spiritual Wuore 
does but appeare the moreÞgrumpet through the grofle Arti- 
fice of her Dieſs, awd the thickneſs of her Paint, 


T have-now done with the Compendiaviſt, and ſhall enlarge 
this Diſcourſe nu farther bur ro joyn with all good En, !ifp men 
in offering up my*hearty prayers to God Almighty, thir He 
would ſtill preſerve the Proteſtauc Religion among us, and con- 
tinge to render fruitlee the contrary Endeavours and Contri- 
vances of wicked and unreaſonable Men ; fallacious Writers, and 


Traiterous Plotters ; that He would keep the moſt knowing, w_ 
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beſt civiliz'd Nation in the World from falling again under the 
Barbariſm of Popery , from being Oppreſt by the Yyranny, 
and cumber'd with the Weight of this huge unweildy Maſs of 
Non-ſenſe, and Puppetry. This farce of Ceremonies , this 
Counterfeit Chriſtianity , this Enemy to true Learning, and 
free Philoſophy ; this Dilroncamms of Trade and uſefull Indu- 
ſtry, this Troubler of agreeable Converſation, and reaſonable 
Living, this Prohibiter of good Senſe, and chis Extirguiſher of 
good Nature; in a word this Un-Chriſtian, and this Immoral 
Religion, or rather this new Species of Irreligion , which by 
her Do@rines of diſpenſing with Oaths, and abſolving from all 
mauner of Crimes upon flight and ridiculous Penances, as we!] 
as by thoſe the Biſhop of Lincoln has convinc'd her of, has not 
only overthrown the Foundations of real Goodneſle and true 
Piety , but even of neceſſary Faith, and common Honeſty, 
looſexing the very Bands and Ligaments, and undermining the 
Props of Civil Communities, |
